which shows a post-election gain in 
popularity for the President of 3.G9 
per cent, as against slightly over 7 
per cent last week. 


Incomplete but "substantial" returns 


are received from Harvard and Yale 
Universities in a separate poll on the 
same question, which is being con- 
ducted by The Literary Digest in a 
number of colleges. 


Harvard votes 1,083 for the Roose- 


velt policies to 639 against, while Yale 
votes 973 for the Roosevelt policies to 
640 against. 


In 1932 the Yale News and the Har- 


vard Crimson conducted preelection 
straw polls on the Presidential candi- 
dates. Hoover beat Roosevelt almost 
3 to 1 at Harvard and almost 4 to 1 
at Yale. 


The 1932 vote at Harvard,! from 


which institution Roosevelt graduated, 
was Hoover 1,741, Roosevelt 620 and 
Thomas 484. 


The 1932 preelection vote at Yale 


was Hoover 1,416, Roosevelt 370 and 
Thomas 317. 


First returns from Texas and Arkan- 


sas give the Administration more than 
a 3 to 1 vote of confidence, the larg- 
est he receives from any states to date. 
In the 1932 election Texas gave Roose- 
velt over a 7 to 1 vote and Arkansas 
over 5 to 1.

Revolution Fails 


KAUNSA'S, Lithuania— (#>)—Augus- 


tine Waldemaras, former dictator of 
Lithuania, who was reported in forr 
eign capitals Thursday to have seized 
the government, has been arrested. 
The country is quiet with the gpV- 
ernment in complete control of the 
situation. 


Arrest of Waldemaras ended his 


third attempt to overthrow the Lith- 
uanian Fascist dictatorship, headed by 
President Antanas Smetona, who was 
his former colleague in governing the 
country. 


Reports in London said that Walde- 


maras went to the Lithuanian capital 
by airplane Thursday morning from 
the country town where has has been 
in exile since he was forced out of 
power by a coup d'etat in 1929. 


A small portion of the army sup- 


ported his attempted seizure of the 
government, but most of the troops 
remained loyal to the president. 


Waldemaras got no further in Kaun- 


sas, said the London report, than the 
airport where he was taken into cus- 
tody. 


Earlier in the day, the German News 


Bureau had reported in Tilsit that the 
former dictator had seized the gov- 
ernment with the aid of the army and 
had arrested a number of the civil of- 
ficials. The Lithuanian government 
apparently took strict precautions to 
prevent news of the occurrence getting 
out.

CAMDEN, Ark.—Following the ar. 


rest at Lufkin, Texas., of JohnnU 
Rogers, escaped Arkansas convict, who 
violated a 10-day furlough sereral 
months ago, Sheriff Arthur W. Ellis 
of Quachita county wrote Governor 
Futrell a letter Thursday protesting 
any further clemency to bank robbers 
sent up from Ouachita county. 


Sheriff Ellis said he had been re- 


liably informed that a movement was 
under way to obtain clemency for Os- 
car Chandler, now serving a three- 
year sentence from Ouachita county 
for participation in the robbery of the 
Citizens Bank & Trust co., of Camdeh, 
last June. He wrote the governor: 


"I wish to protest any clemency be- 


ing shown Oscar Chandler, who was 
implicated and convicted of the Cam- 
den bank robbery, and trust in the 
event the matter comes up for the con- 
sideration of your office that you will 
disapprove leniency or clemency in 
this matter." 


Rogers was sentenced to 15 years in 


the penitentiary for robbery of the 
Bank of Stephens last June, and with 
Leon Farley, who later died in the 
penitentiary, was sent to Tucker pris- 
on farm at the October term of Oua- 
chita Circuit court. 
Farley also par- 


ticipated in the Camden bank hold- 
up. 


With regard to the furlough 
and 


clemency for Rogers, Sheriff 
Ellis 


wrote the governor: 


"This office is still at loss to under-

WASHINGTON.—Mortgage interests, 


chiefly the building and loan boys, 
will scuttle the new housing program 
in Congress if they can. 


They have two reasons: 
1. They don't want new housing 


until they have unloaded the mort- 
gages which piled up on them during 
the depression. 


2. The government's new plan for 


mortgage financing means competition 
from interest rates much lower than 
they've been charying. 


The same interests have licked ev»i 


ery real housing effort here since 1930, 
so it may be a question of how badly 
Roosevelt wants 
Uas one to go 


through. 


Of course the big idea of the reno- 


vation-construction program is to get 
lohey back into the mortgage market 
to. stimulate construltion and produc- 
tion of goods needed for it 


Home - building borrowers would 


save from 10 to 30 per cent through 
elimination of high interest and other 
charges assessed under the old system 
of high rates to borrowers and no se- 
curity to lenders. 
i ^ 


^Second mortgages, wliich used to 


cost from 15 to 25 per cent by the time 
the home owner paid all the charges, 
v/ould be eliminated, along with the 
old-fashioned gyppings. 


New mortgage money should sell 


for 5 per cent in the east and 6 per 
cent in sections where money is scarce 
and rates are high, the bill's spon- 
sors believe. 


The proposed insurance fund to cov- 


er risks on the 20-year amortization 
loans would make such low rates safe. 


F. R. Calls One Man "Chief 


Only one man gets the thrill of be- 


ing addressed as "Chief" by Roosevelt 
himself. 


That's Josephus Daniels, ambassa- 


dor to Mexico, whc. has been here 
lately. 


When Daniels was secretary of the 


navy, Roosevelt was an assistant sec- 
retary. For years he called the older 
man 
"Chief." Now he 
sometimes 


lapses back into it and Daniels tells 
him he has to get over that. 


Spend More, U. S. Urged 


Roosevelt has been advised to spend 


money even more liberally than he 
already has. The advice came from 
none 
other 
than John 
Maynard 


Keynes, outstanding British economist, 
who is in this country quietly look- 
ing over the New Deal and who paid 
an unostentatious visit tp the White 
House. 


Keynes thinks the administration's 


financial policy has been conservative 
rather than radical. He is enthusias- 
tic over the New Deal, but insistent 
that it should not hestiate to expend 
more money, without worrying about 
the raising of the necessary cash. 


That may sound funny, but Keyaes 


is convinced that money is something 
about which people have many illus- 
ions and that we are far from the 
limit of the government's credit. 


He spoke enthusiastically 
of 
the 


pending home renovation-construction 
bill and reported to Roosevelt that 
nothing had been more helpful in 
England's recovery than construction 
of thousands of 
new 
middle-class 


homes. 


Nation-wide removal of grade cross- 


ings, he thought, would be a valuable 
public works program, 
because 
it 


would spread all over the country. 


NRA Still In Turmoil 


.NRA isn't quite the madhouse it 
was when it started nearly a year 
ago, but it displays just as much es- 
sential confusion. 


After the order creating a nine-man 


board to pass on codes, representing 
industry, labor, and consumers, the 
staffs ot the Industrial, Labor and 
Consumers' Advisory Boards became 
badly demoralized by rumors that they 
were about to be wiped out. 


The Labor Board's vigorous public 


attack on the Barrow report arose 
from that confusion.

Be Sure Food Is Clcnn 


Wherever You Go 


In picking n plnce fnr your vacation 


nlways consider questions of health. 
Pure water, good 
sanitation, 
pure 


milk, and a good food supply ore ab- 
solutely essential. 


The motor vacation, which involves 


stops in numerous camps, demands 
particular watchfulness. Tho summer 
camp for children need!! to be studied 
with these points in mind. 


Any exposed drinking water is .1 


possible source of danger. Seaside, 
springs should be distrusted. Health 
authorities ought to cover them with 
concrete and arrange to discharge the 
flowing water into a river or a sewer. 


Any spring water, properly filtered 


and treated with chlorine, mny be 
considered safe. Sprint; water mny 
be protected from camps by suitable 
disposal of scvvnge. 


Water unfit for drinking 'K prob- 


ably equally unfit for bathing, in most 
instances. It is always wise to take 
along some drinking water with you 
when you go on a camping trip. 


Dishes may be washed in water tak- 


en from springs or rivers, provided 
the water is first thoroughly boiled. 
Most people who live in cities are so 
used to drinking water as it comes 
from the faucet that they forget to 
watch the water supply when they 
travel. 


Be certain also that the food sup- 


plies you buy from wayside vendors 
are fresh and cleanly handled. 


Particular precautions must be tak- 


en in regard to milk. It is better to 
drink no milk than to take a chance 
with milk bought from a farm with- 
out precaution as to pasteurization, 
without necessary determination of 
the safety of the cattle that supply 
the milk. 


Modern cities demand that cattle be 


tuberculin tested and free from slrop- 
toeoccic infection. These facts are de- 
termined by insepctors. 


When you buy milk from any farm- 


er along the roadside, you cannot be 
sure even of ordinary cleanliness. 


It is safer to eat canned vegetables 


and fruits than to take a chance on 
vegetables sold on the roadside with- 
out proper opportunity for cleaning. 
Improper handling of vegetables may 
be responsible for many kinds of ill- 
ness. 


Flies around eating places are u 


constant menace. Eating places should 
be guarded from flies by use of mos- 
quito netting or screening. 


Some persons traveling on vaca- 


tions try to get along with a diet of 
bread, eggs and coffee. Such diets 
are tiresome and lack the essentials 
of a well-balanced diet, which in-' 
eludes fresh fruits, vegetables, and 
plenty of milk. A suitable diet is a 
great help to u healthful vacation. 


Many persons who go to American 


plan hotels overeat and return from 
their vacations with digestion com- 
pletely disordered by the extra strain 
they have borne during the weeks 
supposed to be given to rest. 


Remember that your internal or- 


gans need a rest, as well as the mus- 
cles and the brain.

If you are a bride don't let the 


planning of meals develop into an 
irksome routine. If you will remember 
that there arc certain rules, even in 
menu planning, you will have less 
trouble. 


In the first place the occupations 


of the person you arc planning for 
must be considered. Then the amount 
of money you can afford to spend on 
food will naturally 
influence 
your 


choice of meat and vegetables. Also 
your ability as a cook and the amount 
of help you have in the kitchen en- 
ters into the planning of meals whe- 
ther they be for two or more. 


Over and above this you must sec 


to it that your meajs are well bal-1 
ancocl. First are the fuel foods to 
supply heat and energy for the acti- 
vities of the body. Foods rich in sugar, 
starch and fat come in these classes. 
Second, growing foods to provide ma- 
terial for the building and repair of 
the body tisucs. These are the foods 
rich in proteins, like eggs and meats. 


Third, "protective foods", contain- 


ing mineral constituents and vitimins 
and adding bulk. Vegetables, milk, 
fruit and whole grain make up this 
group. 


Plan Menus In Advance 


When you make out menus in the 


terms of meat and potatoes there 
are other angles of the problem to 
consider. Some like steaks and some 
like stews. Carrots may be cheaper 
than peas and He may not like lamb. 


I beli""- that you will find that 


you can 
... go greater variety and 


that you will do your planning more 
competently and economically if pou 
sit down with paper and pencils and 
outline your menus for several days 
or even a week in advance. One way 
to do this is to decide on the meats 
for a week. Then fill in with potatoes 
cooked in various ways and other sea- 
sonal cooked vegetables. 


Next work out lunches for the week, 


using as: many left-overs as possible, 
and .supplying the second protein food, 
other than meat. 


Plan the breakfast fruits and cer- 


eals, taking care to avoid repetition. 
It won't cost a bit more to keep sev- 
eral different kinds of cereals open, 
using first one and then the other, 
than to open one box and use it all 
before opening another. If you have 
a toiist and coffee breakfast vary the 
| breadstuff frequently loo.

Avoid "Color" Clashes 


i 
In order to include two servings 


I of fruit daily, plan fruits for lunch- 
1 rons and dinner in the form of cock- 


tails, salads ;uid desserts. 


At the time you lire planning men- 


us, visualize them. Play particular at- 
tention to roulrfll.s of color and tex- 
ture. Avoid using colors that clash, 
as beets and carrots. Take care not to 
repeat foods of distinctive flavor in 
the day's menu. 


In working over leftovers it'« a good 


plan to .skip a diiy between their first 
and second appearances. This pre- 
vents monotony and makes meals a 
lot more interesting. 


Go to the market yourself. You will 


find that the trip more than pays you 
for the lime it takes and Ihe inspira- 
tion it gives you. 


Naturally the amounts needed to 


serve two persons are dependent on 
appetite, variety of foods in the menu 
and the'method of serving.

Property Attacked by 


Angry Germans 


BERLIN, Germany— (IP)—The Nazi 


campaign against department stores 
was revived Wednesday, ostensibly as 
a well organized retaliatory action 
against boycotts of German products 
abroad. In several cities mobs gather- 
ed about stores of the F. W. Wool- 
worth company, shouting and daub- 
ing the building, with paint. 


German representatives of the Wool- 


worth compah ydcnied there was any 
foundation for the charge that the 
company had joined a boycott on Ger- 
man goods in the United States. A 
buyer is on his way here from New 
York now, they said, and Canadian 
buyers have been here recently. 


Many newspapers commended ac- 


tion of the angry crowds, which forc- 
ed the closing of several stores. 


Windows of the Woolworth store at 


Kasscl were smashed. At Boon a store 
was daubed with paint. Crowds in 
Ludwigshafen and Brcslau gathered 
about branches of the firm, shouting 
and slicking up posters advising per- 
sons not to buy.

Paul wrote of his sharing the suf- 


ferings of Jesus, and in a deep sense 
we must share those sufferings if we 
would discover and know the mean- 
ing of the resurrection. 


To know Jesus in his earthly life 


and to follow him all the way to the 
cross is an experience that must come 
into our lives if we would find the 
richness of his salvation and the pow- 
er of fellowship with him. 


But there is a larger aspect, also, 


of the crucifixion of Jesus. The ago- 
nies of Calvary were more than the 
sufferings 
of an 
individual. They 


have a social side related to all the 
groat life of humanity. 


There is a fellowship of the cross in 


which men may live and learn and 
find power by ushering in a new day 
of mercy and justice and peace.

The International Uniform Sunday 


School Lesson for June 10. 


By WM. E. GILROY, D. D. 


Editor of Advance 


Our lesson deals with the most sig- 


nificant event in all history—the death 
of Jesus on the cross. 


The crucifixion of Jesus was not an 


isolated tragedy in human history. Its 
significance lies in some measure in 
the fact that there is so much of trag- 
edy in human life that this one out- 
standing event in the agony and death 
of the man of supreme gentleness and 
goodness is symbolic of the suffering 
of the innocent from tyranny and evil. 


It was not only Jesus, but humani- 


ty, that was crucified upon the cross, 
and humanity continues to be cruci- 
fied by the sins and cruelties of its 
own perpetration. 


But there is a deeper significance 


in the crucifixion of Jesus. The story 
of Jesus and his life work did not end 
on the cross.

and highways. 


His influence was to be that of a 


living 
spirit, 
everywhere 
present, 


guiding men and strengthening them 
as they sought to live in the light of 
his teaching and carry on his work 
in the world. 


In the hour of his death Jesus could 


indeed say, "I have overcome the 
world." 


This is the miracle of all history, 


that in seeming defeat spiriutal lives 
and forces accomplish their real tri- 
umph. We have expressed it in vari- 
ous ways that sum up the observa- 
tion of history: 


"The blood of the martyrs is the seed 


of the Church," "Bread cast upon (he 
waters returns after many days," "He 
that goeth forth weeping shall return 
also rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
with him." 


It is this faith in the permanency 


of truth, in truth's inevitable triumph, 
that is the anchorage of men in a 
world of dark and evil conditions. 
Progress is slow, the powers of sin, 
and of hate, and of prejudice, seem to 
triumph and to overthrow all aims 
and purposes of right and truth; dark-

Should Harvest 


Potatoes Early 


Late Digging Means Loss 


of Port, of the Crop 


Says Stanley 


Careful and quick handling in har- 


vesting Irish potatoes is fundamental 
for the prevention of damage and de- 
cay, says F. R. Stanley, county agent. 


Large losses frequently result from 


injurious practices at the time of.dig- 
ging. After the expenses of produc- 
tion have been incurred, any practice 
decreasing losses and adding to qual- 
ity increases profits to that extent. 


One of the greatest losses is from 


sunscald, or sunburn. Many growers 
allow their potatoes to lie on the 
ground exposed to the hot sun after 
digging, and scald develops. 
Damage 


from this may not be evident at the 
time of loading, but soft rot may de- 
velop during transit. Potatoes will 
scald in a few minutes if left exposed 
to the sun during the heat of the day, 
and should not be dug more rapidly 
than they can be picked up and plac- 
ed in the shade. If possible, it is bet- 
ter to dig only during the cooler parts 
of the day, or to dig one row and pick 
the potatoes up before another row is 
dug. 


Whether dug with hoes, plows, or 


machines, care should be taken to re- 
duce the number of cuts and bruises. 
This is important as many fungous 
diseases which cause decay cannot en- 
ter the potato and develop when the 
skin is free from cuts and bruises. 
says Mr. Heckman.

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Sudan Grass as 
\. Summer Pasture 


Makes Good Forage for 


Hot and Dry Sum- 


mer Months 


Sudan Hi-ass has allained popularily 


as o summer pasture crop, states Frank 
R. Stanley, county ftgent. In regions 
of low rainfall and high temperatures, 
its carrying capacity during hot sum- 
mer months is superior to that of any 
other grass or legume. 


On the Experimental Farm at Dodge 


City, Kansas, n herd of milk cows 
was postured alternately on sudan 
grass and on native grasses. The su- 
dan grass furnished abundant pastur- 
age nt the rate of one cow per acre 
for 125 days and cows made a daily 
average of 3.8 pounds more milk per 
cow on sudan grass than on native 
grasses. 


Hogs relish the grass and when they 


have access to sudan grass posture, 
good gains can be produced with GO 
to 70 per cent of the customary grain 
ration. 


Date of seeding in this section is 


nny time between May 1st and July 
15th. 
It can be sown broadcast for 


pasture at the rate of 20 to 25 pound!; 
of seed per acre. 'Sudan grass seed 
fgte cheap and soils of Hempstead 
ixnmly are adapted to its growth. It 
will furnish some cheap feed during 
summer and early fall months.

Warning Issued 


Government Men 


Dismissals, Resignations 


Follow Solicitation for 


Campaign 


WASHINGTON.—(/P)—Warning that 


workers violating laws against politi- 
cal activities will be "removed" and 
evidence given to "prosecuting" auth- 
orities, Thursday was given all the 
Treasury's 50,000 employes by Secre- 
tary Morgenthau. 


A form letter called attention to 


criminal statutes forbidding "any of- 
ficer or employe to solict or receive 
political contributions from any other 
officer or employe" and 
prohibiting 


"any person, whether an employe of 
the government or not, to solicit or 
receive political contributions in any 
room or building occupied by govern- 
ment officers." 


His notice followed half a dozen in- 


vestigations and the removal of two 
collectors of internal revenue, Horatio 
J. Abbott, Democratic national com- 
mitteman, resigned from the Michi- 
gan revenue office after Morgenthau's 
personal inquiry into charges political 
funds were solicited by employes in 
his 
office. Two 
employes, 
George 


Woods and John Tighe, were suspend- 
ed. 


A week later, again after a personal 


hearing, Morgenthau suspended Alvin 
F. Fix, intornal revenue collector at 
Philadelphia, and five other employes 
in that office on the charge of solicit- 
ing "political funds on the premises 
of a federal building."

Fixing of Prices 
Abandoned by NRA 


Scores of Codes to Be Re- 


vised to Meet New 


Ruling 


WASHINGTON—(/P) -NRA turned 


its back on price-fixing Thursday in 
outlining a new policy that will re- 
nuire revision of scores of codes 
to 


permit free competition. 


The force of anti-trust laws against 


covert price-maintaining comblina- 
tions was made unquestionable by the 
new plan, which reduced all code re- 
stricitions on prices to the simplest 
terms, on a base which would make 
arrangements to keep prices up diffi- 
cult, if not impossible. 


Only in definite emergencies would 


even a minimum price be fixed for any 
industry or any item. 
NRA men 


said they believed the new policy rep- 
resented the first agrement of either 
govrnment or any business agency on 
what constituted desirable price com- 
petition. 
The declaration, affected indirectly 


by groups such as the Durrow Hoard 
respondod partly to 
earlier 
public 


criticism.
